Phoenix Park Reflections 
The Motor-Cycle Show : 


WAY back in the pre-road race era, 
when Craigantlet first was used for a 
hill-climb, one of the competitors was a 
Dublin man in a Bentley. So far as Í can 
discover, all the other competitors of that 
day have faded into the saloon car or 
green-house-on-wheels class. 

‘Rodd-racing started, and this man 
brought out his now oldish Bentley and 
was hopelessly handicapped out of the 
prize list. Then he bought a _ super- 
charged Austin “ Seven ” and did rather 
better with it, though a big prize eluded 
him. 

Years rolled on, as Billy Bennett says, 
and the hero of these lines bought a car 
which was not exactly noted for its speed. 
He got a clever engineer to do things to 


it, and menth by month the machine 
became faster. 

A journalist, writing in a skittish vein, 
referred to the car as a “' contraption,”’ 
and while the noble lord who had made 
the car in its original form forgave him, 
the engineer and the driver felt so -in- 
sulted that they made the car go even 
faster. 

Ant that is the story behind David Yule’s 
victory in the C.M.Y. Special in the 
Phoenix Park, When I vaahed in a really 
sincere spirit to congratulate him, he and 
Cox in one voice said: ‘‘ This is the con: 
traption!” Which, you will understand, 
was heaping coals of fire on my head. 

Actually it was a wonderful effort, a 
triumph of skill and perseverance, and 
there could have been no more popular 
victory. 


The Scratch Race 


HE fact that there was no real Mays- 
‘ Bira’’ duel in the scratch race 
would, I thought, be regarded as a 
tremendous disappointment; but the vast 
majority of the spectators thought the race 
the best they ever had seen. They knew 
all the time what the positions of the 
drivers were without marking programmes, 
and that was a novelty in its way.

Of course there was a first-class scrap 


between “ Bira’’ and Wakefield. How 
many times they passed and re-passed I 
could not say; but obviously there was 
not a second between them. Wakefield has 
not been given the credit he deserved for 
a very fine performance.

| haareamaaaád results, it is claimed, have 

been obtained from re-designed 
silencers. Ingenious perforated baffles, 
and in one case glass wool, are used to 
break up and absorb the sound waves. 
The new Norton silencer has twin outlets. 

Even two-strokes, most difficult of all, 
have been quietened. The Royal Enfield 
has one silencer close to the exhaust port, 
and a second near the rear wheel. 

Mechanical silence has kept pace. Com- 
plete enclosure of the valve gear has 
helped greatly, and the thorough lubrica- 
tion of these highly stressed parts means 
also less wear. Valve guides are now fre- 
quently fed with oil, and this, by eliminat- 
ing wear at a vital point, removes one 
cause of difficult starting. 


Fabric and gauze filters keep the oil 
clean, and new methods of stopping oi! 
leaks with special oil-resisting washers 
have been developed, as on the B.S8.A., 
Norton and Ariel. 

Larger head-lamps with stream-lined 
anti-dazzle glass; larger petrol tanks, 
giving 250 miles non-stop riding; larger 
saddles, rubber-mounted handlebars to 
keep vibration from the rider’s arms, more 
extensive rear springing—for example, on 
certain New Imperial, H.R.D., Brough 
Superior, O.E.C. and Norton models— 
these are some other features leading to 
maximum service and comfort.

When Nuvolari Rode 


IH UNTING through my archives-—and 
you've got to spend a few days 
hunting through that muck to realise the 
collector instinct that I’ve possessed from 
time to time—I found a little notebook 
containing the results of the principal 
motor cycle races of 1925.

FIRE MARKS 
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135 STEPHEN'S GREEN. 


One interesting exhibit may 
thinking of the development of fire 
brigades, which is a topical thought 
in view of the possibility of sericus 
reorganisation of the Dublin Fire 
Brigade as it exists to-day. The ex- 
hibit concerned is of a set of fire marks 
which are at least one hundred years old. 
These take the form of shields, issued by 
insurance companies and mounted on 
houses “ covered’’ by insurance against 
fire risk. And some might ask, ‘‘ What 
for?” 


Although organised fire brigades existed 
in civilised countries many _ centuries 
| B.C., the municipal brigade is a recent 
development. The modern fire brigade had 
its origin in the fire fighting departments 
of the companies which engaged in fire 
insurance, and fire insurance commenced 
towards the close of the seventeenth cen- 
tury, following the Great Fire of London. 
With no municipal or national system for 
dealing with fire, the insurance companies 
found it more economical to maintain a 
brigede to extinguish fires than to let an 
insured building burn down and recoup 
the owner out of its funds. 

' The Royal Exchange is said to have been 
the first company to possess fire engines. 
Soon many companies followed. its 
example. The fire offices goes marks on 
the buildings they insured, and it is such 
marks that are to be shown in the Old 
Dublin Society’s exhibition: Presumably 
these insufance companies’ brigades 
measured the enthusiasm with which they

It 
is possible that the charter of the old 
Bricklayers’ and Stonemasons’ Society 
also will be on view.

The Dublin Fraternity of Barbers, 
which received its charter ine 1446, was 
the most ancient medical corporation in 
the United Kingdom, while among the 
city guilds it ranked fourth, after the 
Merchants’ or Trinity Guild, the Tailors 
and the Smiths.

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George and Mr. Baron Daly, and, having 
been found guilty, after a trial that lasted 
twelve hours, during which he had nothing 
to eat. he was asked, in the traditional 
form, if he had anything to say before 
sentence of death was passed. 

‘Whilst the man dies, his memory 
lives, and that mine may not forfeit all 
claim to the respect of my countrymen I 
seize upon this opportunity to vindicate 
myself from some of the charges alleged 
against me.” Emmet went on to make 
the speech that hundreds of thousands 
since must have read, containing many 
phrases that passed into the vocabularies 
of those who espoused the same cause as 
his. He was dressed in black, with a 
black velvet stock and hessian boots, It 
was drama, and perhaps the thrill of it 
may be recaptured by those who visit, this 
exhibition with receptive imaginations.

his back he realised how desirable it was 
to have transport for the poorer classes— 
something cheaper than the mail coaches 
of the rich. He settled at Carrick-on-Suir, 
then moved to Waterford, and afterwards 
to Clonmel. | 

From Clonmel he started running a 
jaunting car to Cahir, the service being 
inaugurated on 5th July, 1815. At first it 
was afailure The country people did not 
see why they should pay for transport 
when they could walk. So Bianconi started 
a rival service. Competition, they say, is 
the life of trade—persumably even if that 
competition is one’s own. It paid Bianconi. 
Within a year all the principal towns in 
County Tipperary were connected by car, 
and there was a service to Limerick. He 
made Waterford another centre from which 
cars radiated. 

When Bianconi married in 1827 he was 
able to settle £2,000 upon his wife. He 
was prospering. The car service grew. 
It had centres in Cork, Sligo, Athlone ; in 
North, South and West. In thirty years 
he had established a complete system of 
internal communication in Ireland. The 
size of the cars was extended. There were 
100 vehicles; 1,300 horses and 140 horse- 
changing stations. When the railways 
came they merely changed the direction 
of his services. In 1844 Bianconi was 
Mayor of Clonmel. He died in 1875, and 
wes buried at Boherlahan, County Tip- 


perary. 


CANALS 


In the years before Bianconi, and con- 
tinuing at the same time as his car 
services, the canals were an important 
part of inland transport. ‘‘In countries 
which have the advantage of canals,’’ says 
an 18th century book, ‘‘the old manu- 
factures are rendered more flourishing, 
and new ones are established from day to 
day in situations where land before was 
of little value and thinly populated.” 
Conveyance by canal was cheap as com- 
pared with land carriage; there was 
‘early and secure” communication in 
tempestuous months,” it was claimed. 

There. were gay scenes when the 
passenger boats started their journeys 
from Portobello. .The fact that hotels 
were based: on the canal routes is eloquent 
of the importance of the barges. 

Actually the making of canals was not 
at first a great success, if we are to accept 
the evidence of the old book. already 
quoted. Mistakes were made about the 
levels of the great canal from Dublin to 
the Shannon and in 1770 work was at a 
standstill, after £500,000 had ‘* been 
squandered ’’ and the Bog of Allen had 
been reached. 

Incidentally the exhibition will include 
a ‘model of an old passenger boat, the 
Pomeroy.

Sandymount was a village, but there were a hotel*and a range of lodging-houses for the 
accommodation of those who came to bathe on the exclusive strand—exclusive by reason of the 
twopence charged to bathers, as compared with one penny at Irishtown. 


There was an ancient pathway, probably 1,000 years old, from Donnybrook Bridge to 
Nutley lane, which existed up to fifty years ago. The extinction of the right of way on such an 
historic roadway is the sort of thing that might have been prevented had there been an Old 


Dublin Society in those days. 


The exhibition which commences to-day in the Municipal Gallery of Modern Art will, it is 
hoped, stimulate interest in the Dublin that used to be. Pictures and maps will stir memories and 


imaginations. 


| The maps will date from 1610 to 1811. A well-known city photographer has lent views of 

houses which have disappeared in the last fifty years. Another member has lent twenty photo- 
graphs of old Dublin, of historic buildings, etc. A number of pictures, old engravings and paint- 
ings of Dublin places and persons is being lent by the National Gallery. 


The history of the Liffey is the history of Dublin in many ways. It was above the river that 
Eblana, the “ magnificent city — mentioned by Ptolemy, the geographer, in the second century, 


had its site. 


Eblana’s association with the river and sea was more marked by its subsequent names 


—Dubh-linn, “* the dark pool ; Baile Atha Cliath, - town of the Ford of the Hurdles.’’ The 


ford was where Church street, or Whitworth, Bridge. now spans the Liffey. 


Probably the first 


bridge to span the river was that built by the Danes, which was still standing in 1177. 


The Liffey has twenty centuries of history. The Milesian traders came in search of tin. The 
Norse raiders visited it time after time. From the port there developed a trade with Bristol, to 
whose citizens the City of Dublin once was granted. The story of the port alone would make a 
respectably sized book, and some of that story will be told at the exhibition in a series of pictures 
of the harbour and coast as it used to be, as well as by a tracing 


made in 1682, and by maps. 


It once was possible to travel by boat 
to Merrion square. Ringsend was reached 
by a bridge over the Dodder ‘at Balls- 
bridge. At Merchant’s quay and Wood 
quay there was only from 3 to 64 feet of 
water. Vessels drawing more than 5 feet 
were unable to proceed up the river 
farther than Ringsend, where they be- 
came stranded at low tide. In 1673 the 
approach to the harbour was beset with 


a tortuous. complicity of channels. The 
three rivers which cut out the harbour— | 
the Liffey, Tolka and Dodder—were un- 
able to cope with the counter-action of the 
sea, and the waterway became silted up 
with a dangerous bar.

In 1789 the Ballast Office became 
the Corporation for Preserving and 
Improving the Port and Docks of Dublin ;

THE SOUTH WALL 


Originally the only shelter for ships was 
in the Pool of Clontarf, but in 1717 the 
construction of the South Wall was begun. 


It was extended to the Pigeon House,. and 


subsequently to the Poolbeg, where a light- 


The South Wall is regarded as one of 
the best constructed breakwaters of its 
kind in the world. A British report of 
1802 says of Dublin Harbour: “ Nature 
having been so sparing in her bounties, 
art has been called in to assist her to a 
greater degree—+.e., to a greater amount 
in point of expenditure, than in any other 
situation in the United Kingdom...” 

Why the Pigeon House? Well, that 
name is a corruption of “ John Pidgeon’s 
House.” It was originally the house of 
John Pidgeon, caretaker of the tools and 
equipment of the men building the 
sea wall. The house became a primi- 
tive lighthouse, and later a place of 
entertainment. In 1790 its little harbour 
ackets, 
an hotel was erected there. This hotel 


subsequently formed the nucleus of the

Pigeon House Fort, which gradually 
lapsed into disuse and was purchased by 
the Dublin Corporation in 1897 and turned 
into a power station. 


GANDON 


In 1707 a Customs House had been 
erected at Essex Bridge, but it proved un- 
satisfactory for large vessels coming up 
the river to discharge cargoes, and the 
building of a new one was commenced in 
1781. There was opposition to the scheme 
and interference with the work, but it was 
completed in 1791 at a cost of nearly 
£30,000 This attractive building was 
designed by James Gandon, a pupil of Sir 
William Chambers, the eminent architect, 
who made a number of friends in Ireland, 
and designed other buildings in this 
country, including the Four Courts. 

Gandon was the grandson of a Huguenot 
who had fled from France on the revocation 
of the Edict of Nantes. He was born in 
London on 28th February, 1742 (Old 
Style). Five of his drawings will be shown 
at the. Old Dublin Society’s Exhibition, 
these having been displayed in London 
about twelve months ago. There also will 
be twelve wax models of the keystones of 
the Customs House by Smith, the sculptor, 
and a piece of the oak pile from the 
Customs House foundations. 

A plate by Benjamin Schnoorder, a pupil 
of Smith’s, will be exhibited ; an interest- 
ing old portrait of a Dublin clergyman of 
the eighteenth century ; a Bronze Age pin, 
receipted accounts of 1803 of a jeweller 
whose premises then were in Capel street 
and Skinner’s row, and whose firm stili 
exists, and a photograph of a carved oak 
tankard made in 1830. 


PRISON AND THEATRE 


Troubled times will be recalled by the 
knocker of the old Newgate prison and 
a padlock from the same place. There 
will be cap badges from a Charlemont 
Volunteer’s uniform and a set of theatre 
and commercial tokens. 

There will be a further link. with the 
theatre in three pictures of the exterior

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HUNGARY'S HOLIEST 
RELIC 
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HE procession which is held every year 
ig on August 20th at Budapest is the 

most wonderful and most picturesque 
ecclesiastical and secular festival of Europe. 
All the dignitaries of Hungary take part 
in this procession, but not only they, but 
people from all over Hungary in their 
gorgeous national costumes, come to par- 
ticipate in it. Nuns and peasants, bishops 
and labovrers, soldiers and workmen follow 
each other in an endless file. 

Amidst this colourful throng, where the 
Regent. the Prince Primate, the Bishops and 
the Ministers are, under a rich baldachin, on 
a red velvet cushion, a right hand is carried. 
It is the right hand of the first King of 
Hungary, a mummified hand; yet the skin 
and flesh of which are quite intact. This 
greatest of all Hungarian treasures is just 
900 years old now. This is the hand of the 
King, who saved his people from their pagan 
superstitions and “se a them into the fold 
of the Mother Church. This hand built a 
new world on the ruins oí the old one, and 
instead of smoke-begrimed altars built lofty 
cathedrals and cloisters; in one hand the 
King held the sword, in the other the 
Bishop’s crook. He converted, he fought, 
he baptised. re 

He had to fight all his lifetime, and he 
had to fight after his death; his firm hand 
has led his people through the storms of a 
thousand years. What this hand founded is 
atill to day the living truth, and well do the 
crowds that follow it through the streets of 
modern Budapest know it. 


THE GREATEST RELIC 
The h any and strange adventures has 
passed e Holy Right Hand of St. Stephen, 
the greatest am! holiest Hungarian relic. The 
King, who died just nine hundred years ayo, 


was buried in Székesfehérvar im 1038. In | 


1083, when the great king was canonised and 
his tomh was opened, a hungarian nobleman, 
Morourias hy name, saw with wonder and fear 
that the right hand was perfectly intact. He 
took it out of the grave and carried it away 
with him. to his estates, where he built a 
chapel to guard the relic; but dt. Laszi<, 
King of Hungary, when he heard of the 
miraculous right hand, had it breagh back 
to Rgékesfehérvár.

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HE Theatre Royal, which this week 
is having a special “ birthday ” 
show, to mark the second anniversary of 
its opening under present management, 
was first opened on 18th January, 1621, 
with Shakespeare’s '' Comedy of Errors,’’ 
concluding with the farce of ‘‘ The Sleep 
W alker.’’ For 116 years it has been one 
of the chief centres of entertainment in the 
city, and for many years the leading 
theatre in the capital. Many special 
visits have been paid by Irish Viceroys 
since the Marquiss of Wellesley, Lord 
Lieutenant of the time, honoured the 
theatre with his presence in 1892—a visit 
that was marked, according to .contem- 
porary reports, by “ some sanguinary and 
diabolical wretch’’ throwing a bottle at 
His Excellency in the darkness, after the 
curtain had fallen and the stage lights 
been withdrawn. For many years plays, 
opera and oratorio were the fare offered 
to patrons of the Royal. In 1842 Balfe 
appeared on its stage as Figaro, in the 
“ Marriage of Figaro.’’ In 1859 Mr. and 
Mrs. Charles Kean appeared, and in 1870 
a. French opera company was one of the 
attractions which drew the leaders of 
Dublin social life to the theatre in 
Hawkins street. Opera continued to be a 
feature of each year’s entertainments, 
while usually there was a Christmas 
pantomime. Incidentally, among familiar 
pantomime titles like ‘ Aladdin ” “and 
‘*The Forty Thieves,’’ there sometimes 
were Christmas entertainmente with 
titles that would seem rather unfamiliar 
nowadays, such as “ Battledoor and 
Shuttlecock,’’ “The White Cat,” and 
‘“Fee Faw Fum.” At a later stage the 
Royal became Dublin’s principal variety 
theatre, while nowadays it offers each week 
variety, cinema, orchestra and organ— 
anc how the patrons of bygone 
years would be fascinated by the remark- 
able effects of staging that the lighting 
and mechanical resources of the theatre 
now produce as a matter of course every 
week ! 


OLD DUBLIN PRINTS 


In two years’ time the firm of Combridge, 
Ltd., will be one hundred years old. Two 
of the engravings reproduced in this page— 
the Dublin exhibition of eighty years ago 
and the proposed colonnade at Usher's 
quay—have been len, by Messrs. 
Combridge, who have been specialising in 
old Dublin prints for many years past. 
They helped to build up the collection of 
the late Mr. George W. Panter, which 
realised a sum considerably in excess of 
his original outlay. One of the most in- 
teresting copies of Malton's Dublin is in 
Combridge’s old print room at present, 
and in this connection it is worthy of note 
that in comparatively recent years the 
value of Malton’s views of Dublin has 
increased by 1,000 per cent. Within the 
last two years Malton’s Dublin has 
realised at a public auction as much as 
£100, yet it is in the records of Messrs. 
Combridge that three volumes were taken 
into stock some years ago at £3 a copy. 
Old prints of Dublin are a great deal more 
scarce than many of old London or old 
Fidinburgh. [It is not generally known 
that the first copies were issued by James 
Malton to subscribers who had registered 
their names directly with him, and that 
subscribers’ copies only were issued in 
paper covers. The copy in Messrs. 
Combridge’s print room is a subscribers’ 
copy, and has a copy of Malton’s 
original prospectus in one of the 
parts in his own handwriting. In this 
print room there are a number of other 
interesting things, notably a set of en- 
gravings after paintings by Tudor, pub- 
lished 1753; also some engravings by 
Brocas after his brothers paintings, 
published 1819 and a complete set in 
colour of Taylor’s History of the University 
of Dublin. i 


AUCTION OF CARGOES

Mr. Robert A. G. Turbett, of the firm 
of Robert E. Turbett and Sons, Upper 
Abbey street, is a great-great-grandson of 
the founder of his business, and it is the 
proud boast of the firm that it has always 
oeen carried on in the direct line of 
descent from father to eldest son. Actually, 
the name of the firm in 1770 was Shaw 
and Turbett. Subsequently it became R. 
and J. Turbett, and in 1887 the senior 
partner, Mr. Robert K. Turbett, continued 
the business under his own name, As is 
well known, that business is wine import- 
ing, and through the years it shows little 
change, the same types of wine still 
coming from the same countries and 
undergoing the same treatment when it 
reaches this country. 


FIRST RESTAURANT 


Soup and mutton cutlets for the beaux 
of the town used to be the popular fare at 
Mitchell’s, of Grafton street, which is 
claimed to have been Dublin's fire 
restaurant. Mitchell’s has changed greatly 
since those days. Light luncheons ani 
teas now are more strongly in demand 
than the bigger meals of 1805. But 
Mitchell’s is still one of the most popular 
restaurants in the city, and it has a 
deserved reputation for the excellence of 
its cuisine. Its address in Grafton street 
is the same as it was in the year of 
Waterloo, but the building is a modern 
one, embracing two shops which formerly 
were next door to it, and a bakery and 
sweet-making department are now part of 
the business. Nothing remains of the 
original house exceptifg an old doorway 
at the back of the premises, which has 
been in existence for the last 150 years 
An artesian well, probably dating from 
three hundred years before, was found 
during the reconstruction of the premise-. 
The present proprietor of the firm, Mt 
Robert Noel Mitchell, is the grea’-grang 
son of the founder. 


FOUR GENERATIONS 


The firm of Fannin and Company, at 41 
Grafton street, was founded in 1829 by 
Thomas Fannin, whose great-grandson was 
the late Dr. Edward Morgan Fannin, Chair- 
man of the company from 1930 up to the 
time of his death im 1935, Thomas Fannin 
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The Founder of the Firm, 

founded the firm for his son John, who 
conducted the business up to his death in 1858, 
when he was succeeded by his son, Thomas 
Eustace Fannin. The latter died in 1888. 
In 1895 a private limited company was 
formed, with a brother-in-law of J. E. Fannin, 
Mr. R. W. Booth, as Chairman, he beiny 
succeeded by the late Dr. Fannin when he 
died in 1930. 


LINK WITH ‘* BOBBIE ' BURNS 


The historic associations of the firm 
of Alex. Findlater and Company are 
numerous. An uncle of the founder of the 
firm was supervisor of excise at Dumfries, 
over ‘‘ Bobbie ’’ Burns, and is said to have 
sat with the poet on his last night on 


earth and to have closed his eyes in death. 
One of the partners in the firm in 1857 was 


Robert Gladstone, a relation of the great | 


Prime Minister. Many of the partners, 
who numbered fifteen, started businesses 
as individual firms, and there are Find- 
later’s corners in many parts of England 
as well as in Dublin. he original firm 
was founded by Mr. Alexander Findlater, 
grand-uncle of the present, head of Find- 
later’s. The business was founded in 
1825, and the premises at one time were 
on Burgh quay, where the Scotch House 
now stands. The archives of the firm, 
which became a limited liability company 
in 1899, include a price list published in 
1865, which contains a time-table of the 
horse. omnibus services. The same price 
list reveals the striking fact that whiskey 
in those days was 18s. a gallon, and that 
pickles seemed to be purchased in lots of 
a dozen quart bottles, instead of in single 
half-pint bottles, as is the case to-day. 
But in earlier years there were halcyon 
days for. whiskey-drinkers, a Findlater 
advertisement of 1850 revealing that the 
price then was &s. per gallon, and that at 
proof strength. When the old Presbyterian 
church in Henry street, known as Mary's 
Abbey, was vacated, Alexander Findlater 
presented the congregation with the pre- 
sent Abbey Church, still more familiarly 
known as Findlater’s Church. 


OUT OF THE ASHES 


Mne of the most costly of the several 
big fires which occurred in Dublin in the 
summer months of 1935 was that at the 
pring works of Messrs. Browne and 
Nolan, in Denzille street. But in the 
afternoon of the fire the directors had 
issued what was virtually a “ business as 
usual ’’ announcement, and within three 
weeks a temporary works was in opera- 
tion. Out of the ashes. as it were, there 
has arisen one of the most modern print- 
ing works in the British Isles. In the 
fresh countryside ag Richview, Clon- 
skeagh, is a new factory two and a half 
times the size of the old one. So proceeds 
a new phase in the history of the firm 
founded in 1827 by John Browne, In 1849 
he was joined by Mr. Edward Nolan, who 
owned the last Irish mill for hand-made 
paper, and in 1861 the firm erected their 
present fine stone building in Nassau 
street. The works in Denzille street were 
acquired in 1897. In 1886 the present 
chairman, Mr. William Nolan. found him- 
self, at the age of twenty years, in sole 
contro] of the firm, and how well he has 
guided it can be seen in the position of 
leadership which it occupies to-day. 


SKINNER’S ROW TO GRAFTON 
STREET 


An interesting exhibit at the display in 
the Municipal Gallery of Modern Art is 
that of some billheads and accounts 
belonging to the firm of Messrs. West and 
Son. One of them is from Skinner's row, 
which once was a centre of fashion, and 
which was situated where Christchurch 
place now is, From there the firm of 
West moved to Capel street, subsequently 
to College Green, and now the premises 
constitute one of the most imposing blocks 
in Grafton street. The West family has 
been associated with the business of silver- 
smiths and jewellers since 1676, when 
Benjamin West, according to the records 
of the Goldsmiths’ Company, was appren- 
ticed to a John Farmer, master silver- 


smith. Another West, William, was appren- 


ticed to Roger Finch, master silversmith, in 
1731. Other members of the West family 
occur frequently in the records of the 
Goldsmiths’ Company, some as wardens, 
some as masters. The late Mr. Langley 
A. West was master from 1903 to the time 
of his death in 1932. The firm is unques- 
tionably one of the most historic in the 
trade, and its reputation extends far 
beyond the borders of this country.. 


AN HISTORIC HOTEL 


The Gresham Hotel has a reputation 
that extends back for over a century 
before the present fine building in Upper 
O’Connell street was erected, for it was 
founded in 1817. In the old Dublin of the 
pre-rebellion days it was one of the city’s 
favourite resorts. There was almost certain 
to be someone of importance in the place 
every night.

OLD, YET MODERN 


The Modern Pharmacy, in Merrion row, 
can claim a link with the past by reason 
of the fact that this house has been 
associated with the practice of pharmacy 
for ovar one hundred years.

SINCE 1833 


The firm of Messrs, P. McGivncy, 
cutlers and ophthalmic opticians, is the 
oldest private concern and the second 
oldest business house in Henry street, 
Dublin. It was founded in 1833, but, un- 
fortunately, its historic relics were de- 
stroyed when the place was: burned down } 
during the 1916 rebellion, The present 
premises stand on the site of the old, being 
completely modernised and including an 
up-to-date sight-testing room. 


BEHIND THE ORGAN 


One of the ‘‘ curiosities ” exhibited to 
visitors in the crypt of Christ Church 
Cathedral is a-glass case, containing the 
mummified remains of a cat and a rat. 
The rat had run into the pipe of an organ 
to escape the cat, but pursued and pursuer 
were jammed and suffocated, the remains 
being discovered by Messrs. Telford and ' 
Telford, the builders of the organ, who 
had been called in by the Chapter to dis- 
cover why one of the pipes refused to 
function. Organs fer many important 
cathedrals, including Árnfagh, have been 
built by Messrs. Telford and Telford, whe 
started business in 1840.

A BIG KNIFE 


A knife that would have brought joy te 
the heart of one of Dickens's characters; 
Captain Cuttle, ia im the possession of 
Messrs. Read, of Parliament street, 
Dublin; Claimed to be the largest knife in 
the world, it is, indeed, an extraordinary 
weapon. It possesses 576 blades, all different, 
and is a relic of the days when craftsmen 
worked not only for profit, but merely to 
show what they could do. At the other end 
of the scale is a Lilliputian scissors, also 
made by Reads’, which measures only a 
quarter of an jnch from one end to the other. 

The making of steel in Ireland is a 
lost occupation, but Reads’ was a famous 
firm in its day; and the name can be 
seen on many examples of old Irish cutlery. 
Sword-making was one of its specialities, 
and several of the weapons manufactured here 
are now in the National Museum. . lt )s not 
known’ when this trade started, but it 1s 
vohable that Reads’ licence for ‘‘ swords and 
alberts.”’ dated 1793, was granted many 
years after they had commenced this branch 
of their trade. Parliament street was built 
in 1719, and Reads’ set up their establishment 
at No. 4 in the new street, where they have 
remained ever sinee. 


OLD BACON CURERS 


Having been established in 1821, Patrick 
Kehoe, Lid., of Francis street, Dublin, claim 
to be the oldest bacon-curers in Leinster.

THE HOUSE OF STRAHAN 


Founded more than 154 years ago, R. 
Strahan and Co., Ltd.. originally occupied 
premises, at 24 and 25 Henry street. They 
also had an extensive set of buildings used as 
a factory at Wentworth place, and the Dublin 
pantechnicon furniture stores at Parkgate 
street. Writing in “ Industries of Dublin,” 
published about 1882, a commentator states 
that the old, honourable and thoroughly re- 
liable firm of R. Strahan and Ce., Ltd., is 
one of the most important houses in Dublin 
connected with the furnishing trade. 

R. Strahan and Co. have a reputation for 
sterling merit in their products, which won 
more than local appreeiation. The firm were 
awarded prize medals at the exhibition held 
in London and Dublin as far back as 1853, 
1862 and 1864. 

The present directors are Mr. T. Gillespie 
and Mr. PD. 8. Gillespie, who took over the 
famous firm in 1928. These gentlemen have 
been in Dublin for over thirty years. 


The firm of Beverly Smyth and Sons was 
founded by Mr. Beverly Smyth in 1847, and 
is one of the oldest and best known removal 
To the 
present day a member of the Smyth family 
has been in control, and the late John A. 
Smyth was the first man to introduce motor 
transport for the conveyance of furniture to 
all parts of Ireland. In 1933 this firm 
transferred all the pictures from the eld 
Municipal Gallery, in Harcourt street, to 
Charlemont House.

Not at 
all. They used their native tongue. I 
know how the average Briton despises 
every language but his own: yet it would 
have been a nice reciprocal gesture if, on 
that international ocvasion, the B.B.C. 
had had an announcer who could speak 
to Germans so as +o be understood.

for it were not, I understand, as large as 
usual, though this can serve as no proper 
indication of the numbers of those successful 
who will shortly proceed for degrees. Besides 
this University entrance examination, College 
oft:cials have been busy contending with the 
large numbers who at this time annually sit 
for degrees in Arts and Commerce. 
ahead an additional 
worry in the shape 
of important medical 
and travelling student- 
ship tests will harass 
still more — these 
officials. Among the 
medical examinations 
will be the Pre-he- 
gistration, one which 
all students of medi- 
cine must pass before 
they can proceed 
further for a degree. 
This, unlike all the 
other yearly examina- 
tions, is not in itself 
a university or college 
one, but exists as 2 
compulsory _require- 
ment from the British Medical Council. 


CURRICULUM CRITICISED 


The present medical curriculum has by no 
means given «universal satisfaction for a 
number of years. During that time at least 
four important and a host of lesser reports 
have been issued dealing with the nature of 
suggested alterations—the final report of 
the American Commission, the report of the 
British Medical Association’s Committee, a 
pamplet issued under the auspices of the 
health orgamisation of the League of Nations, 
and finally the official statement of affairs 
issued by the older licensing bodies of Great 
Britain at its May meeting last year, at 
which Dr. D. J. Coffey, President of U.C.D., 
attended as one of the four Irish members. 
the General Medical Council passed various 
resolutions and recommendations carrying into 
effect some of the suggestions. at 

So far as it relates to the Irish position 
there is common agreement that it is un- 
desirable to lengthen’ the course, but it 
recognised the fact that the age for entering 
as a medical student should be approxi- 
mately the age of eighteen, and that the 
course should be regarded as beginning at 
the time when the study of human anatomy 
and physiology is entered upon. A study 
in Psychology, Genetics, and methods of 
clinical examination’ should be introduced 
into the first two years of the curriculum. 
These regulations are to come into force on 
November ist, 1938,. and though the new 
pre-regulation requirements, which will be of 
3 modified and extended nature, will not 
become operative before that date, the other 
changes will, before the period of study of 
all those now entering on medicine as a 
career 1s completed. 

In strict theory those who formulated these 
requirements did not intend a further 
lengthening of the Medical course. In actual 
fact, the result will mean, except, perhaps. 
for the very brilliant or industrious student. 
that in future the average time before qualifi- 
cation will be six years from date of leaving 
school, instead of the present five to five and 
a half years. The pre-registration course has, 
as I have pointed out, been amended and ex- 
tended, so that instead of as in the present 
system, when within three months of com- 
mencing Medicine this test may be taken, it 
will require a year, covering as it does practi- 
cally all of the work at present required for 
the first University examination in Medicine. 
Then the student may be registered and will 
have to spend two years at slightly modified 
second-year course before being admitted as 
a student of Clinical Medicine, Undoubtedly. 
though the average length and cost of educa- 
tion will be thus increased, the result will 
well repay the addit*»nal labour rebounding 
to the honour of the profession and the better 
service to humanity. 


SCIENCE AND CRIME 


A large attendance of members of the police 
force, Bar, and medical profession heard Dr. 
H. Soderman, Professer “f Police Science in 
the University of Stockholm, lecture on 
“Scientific Criminal Investigation,’’ in the 
Physics Theatre, Earlsfort terrace, last week. 
Dr, John McGrath, State Pathologist and 
Professor of Medical Jurisprudence, Univer- 
sity College, who was acting chairman, pointed 
out that Dr. Soderman was one of the most 
distinguished, if not the most distinguished, 
of police experts in the world.

O.DAY commences the Jewish Feast of 

[ Tabernacles, which lasts eight days. It 

is the Harvest Festival of the Jews, 
who, though without a land of their own 
for centuries, have rigordusly kept up this 
Pastoral reminder of their days of nation 
hood—for a return to which they have never 
ceased to pray and strive. 

At this aytumn festival—as joyous as the 
Fast Day preceding it has been solemn and 
awe-inspiring—all pious Jews erect, in their 
yard or garden, a booth, which they call (in 
Hebrew), a succah, Its roof consists of 
boughs and branches, gathered from the 
nearest countryside, so arranged that the sky 
by day and the light of the stars at night 
can be glimpsed. 

From the beams on which this roof of 
green rests are hung a gay assortment of 
apples, pears, clusters of grapes, and often 
decorations of varied kinds and colours 
which, when the feast is over, are taken 
down with zest by the young of the family— 
for whom it must hang so. temptingly 
throughout the eight days of holiday. 


A COMMEMORATION 


This booth, in which-—weather permitting 
—all meals are eaten, commemorates those 
built by the Jews in their long trek in tlie 
Wilderness. When the Promised Land was 
at last attained huts of a similar kind were 
built in the fields to live in while the harvest 


1 was being gathered. 


When all was in, Jews, young and old, 
made a pilgrimage from all corners of the 
land to Jerusalem, bringing with them the 
choicest fruits of toil and soil as offerings 
of thankfulness to a bountiful Creator. 
Laying these on ihe Temple altar, joyous 
pilgrim hymns were sung and prayers said 
for good dew and abundant rams for the 
year to come. 

There were also processions, bearing 
lighted torches and branches of palm; and 
in a modified form these are still kept up. 
These branches, bound. with sprigs of myrtle 
and bands of willow, are brought specially 
from the Holy Land, and. together with a 


citron fruit, are waved in the synagogue, to. 


the accompaniment of an 
benediction. 


HAPPY THOUGHT 


To-day this harvest festival of the Jews 
has for them an added significance. No 
ionger uo the rites and ceremonials serve 
only as a reminder of a happier past. He 
would, indeed, be an unimaginative Jew who, 
performing them in the synagogue or 
prenouncing the benediction in the pie- 
turesque booth at home, could not be stirred 
by the thought that to-day there are real 
Jewish harvests to celebrate, as well as 
former ones fo romember harvests 
wrested hy his fellow-Jews from the. land 
from which his people -have so long been 
banished.

Two members of the Welsh Nationalist 
Party, Mr. J. E. Johns (secretary to the 
party) and Mr. Lewis Valentine, took part 
in a visitation to the grave of Thomas: Davis 
in Mount Jerome Cemetery, Dublin, yester- 
day, with members of the Thomas Davis His- 
torical Society. Mr. Valentine was one of the 
Welsh Nationalists who recently served a 
term of imprisonment in connection with the 
burning of a Royal Air Force camp in Wales. 

Miss Alice Milligan laid a wreath on the 
grave and added two small sheaves of oats, 
remarking that she did so in memory of the 
words of an Ulster poet, Samuel Ferguson, 
who described Tone as the “ Young seed- 
sower of the Fan of freedom.” 

Mr. J. W. O’Beirne said that the last work 
on which Thomas Davis engaged was a life 
of Wolfe Tone, and he had completed the 
introduction when he died. 

“Té is a painful retlection,’’ continued Mr. 
O’Beirne, ‘‘ that to-day there are people who 
try to disparage the memory of Davis's idol— 
Torie—for it was he who inspired Davis. But 
I will only say shame, eternal shame, to those 
who would wound the feelings of the living 
weak attempt. to sully “the 
They will 
fail in their cry of ‘‘ Tone, the spy.” as they 
failed in their cry of ‘‘ Tone, the huicide.’ - 

Mr. Hugh Brady, in delivering a short 
oration,- said that the visit to Davis's tomb 
took place at a time when, they regretted 
to notice, that the modern vogue of disparag- 
ing history and endeavouring to discredit and 
besmirch the personal characters of men whom 
they venerated, had been introduced into Ire- 
land. The greatest vindication of the memory 
of Tone was the glorious chapters of history 
which he had inspired.

TRAINING 


BRITISH: “GET FIT” 
CAMPAIGN 


‘* DOCTORS KEEPING THE 
UNFIT ALIVE. *: 


———- 


ORD BURGHLEY, the famous ex- 
Olympic athlete and member of the 
~" National Advisory Council on Physica! 
Fitness, urged upon Britain’s young men and 
women the necessity of taking full advantage 
of the National “Get Fit’’ campaign when 
he spoke at the fifty-fourth annual meeting 
of the Boys’ Brigade Council at Cambridge 
on Saturday. 

Lord Burghley said that the problem of a 

hysically fit nation had become more acute. 

he workers of this country had more leisure 
than before, but modern methods of trans- 
port had caused a decline in exercise. Also 
this age of machinery did not tend to physical 
‘fitness, and he did not exclude the brain 
workers of the country. 

To-day the pe proportion of the less 
fit were being Kept alive owing to advantages 
of medical skill, and it was generally true to 
say that the individual and the State were 
not getting the best possible results in so far 
as they could not claim 100 per cent. fitness. 
Other countries had built up great organisa- 
tions on a paid basis, but in England it 
was on a voluntary basis that these outdoor 
movements had arisen, and in this respect he 
referred to the Boys’ Brigade as being in the 
forefront of these movements. 


42,000,000 IN GRANTS 


The Government had given £2,000,000 to be 
Spent in the next two years in the national 
campaign for physical fitness, which was 
largely to be spent in grants, Wasteful over- 
lapping would be avoided. 

Propaganda was very necessary, said Lord 
Burghley, for full advantage to be taken of 
the facilities to be offered; for it was no 
good providing such facilities for physica! im. 

rovement if the young men and women of 

ritain failed to take advantage of them. 

The grants would be made for the purpose 
of capital expenditure and not for mainten- 
ance, and it would be the duty of the 
National Advisory Council to make sure that 
maintenance would be forthcoming from the 
local authorities, once the facilities were in 
existence. This required not only local, but 
individual effort, and one of the most im- 
portant parts of the scheme depended on the 
sort of teachers and leaders they got. They 
should be enthusiastic as well as proficient. — 


A TRAINING COLLEGE 


To get the best results the Government 
were setting up a training college for short 
courses of physical training, where instruction 
to leaders could be given. 

He believed they were not up against a 
brick wall with regard to propaganda; for 
there was an inherent desire, he thought, 
alewough possibly it was dormant, among 
young people to be A.1 rather than C.3.

COUNTRY AND TOWN: 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sir,—The public mind is at last becomin 
seriously agitated by the conditions whic 
have developed in the rural areas. This is 
showing itself in the pronouncements by our 
leading ecclesiastics and others qualified to 
speak on the subject, Tt is being recognised 
that the social, moral. and economic con- 
ditions of those making their living from the 
land are very unsatisfactory, and that unless 
steps are taken to remedy the evils which 
have arisen the eventual reaction on the 

general community will be disastrous. 

These evils may be summarised as follows: 

(a) Exedus of the population from the 
country ; 

(b) Low standard of jife in rural parts; 

(c) Low marriage and birth-rate in these 
_ Pstricts. 

Statistics show that approximately 24,000 
people are leaving the Free State each year. 
This is probably an under estimate. Those 
who go are the young, healthy and virile. 
There aie sections of the ecuntry from 
which all the youthful and physically 
fit have becn drained. In such places 
i} As sad to see the congregations of our 
churches, composed as they are mainly of the 
old and decrepit. 

That the standard of living has become very 
low is visible to any intelligent observer. Meat 
has become a rarity on the table, and the 
quality of wearing apparel is obviausly very 
poor. 

Although those conditions have been 
developing for a long time, it is strange that 
the public conscience did not awake to their 
gravity until the publication of the wage 
scale by the Agricultural Wage Board. The 
fixation of the minimum rate for an agricul- 
tural labourer at 24s. per week of 54 hours 
has brought home, graphically, to the non- 
rural dweller the great disparity between the 
reward for work to the a ara ace labourer 
and the town or industrial worker. The rate 
of wage for the unskilled industrial worker 
is not less than 48s. for a 48-hour week. The 
standard of skill required from tlre land 
worker is higher than that of the industrial 
employé, and the conditions of bis work are 
less pleasant 

The country is no longer isolated from the 
town. Communications are easy and rapid, 
and, consequently, information ‘spreads 
quickly. The farm labourer knows well the 
wage received by his fellow-worker in the 
town. He knows what his friend or brother 
who has emigrated to England gets. The 
country girl hears of the wage earned by her 
friends in domestic service in England. Con- 
sequently, and naturally, there 18 great dis- 
content. All the social guilds in the world 
will not stop those youths from stepping 
through the open door to the material ad 
vancement they see awaiting them. 

On the other hand, the farmer claims—and 
tightly, that he is unable to pay even the 
low rate of wages fixed. Many labour-em- 
pioying farmers are quietly making arrange- 
ments’ ta adovt a system which will ‘allow 
them reduce the number of paid workers to 
a minimum. They cannot be blamed or pre- 
vented, as they are simply adjusting them- 
selves to inexorable conditions, and obeving 
the oldest law in natare—that of survival. 

As a result, the farming community will 
be composed shortly of two classes only. The 
grazing farmer, without labour, and the 
peasant farmer who works his land with the 
aid of the unpaid labour of his family. 

Space does not permit of an analysis of the 
economic circumstances of the farmer, which 
is a big subject in itself. A comparison he- 
tween the cost of living index figure and the 
index figure for the price of agricultura) 
produce should illustrate the position clearly. 
The cost of living figure is 170, while the 
farm price index figure is approximately 110, 
both compared with a datum figure of 100. 
Awake at last tu the gravity of the situa- 
tion, the amateurs of agricultural economics 
are, according to the recent Press reports, 
recommending many panaceas for the ills 
from which agriculture suffers. These range 
from better cooking by the harrassed and 
over worked farmer’s wife to marriage with- 
oul love, and are not to be taken too 
seriously, especially when combined with the 
old threat of confiscation of land 

That the matter is receiving attention is, 
at least, a hopeful sign. Most of the 
remedies suggested are simply begging the 
question, and there seems to be no dispdsi- 
tion to face straight up to the facts, seek 
the root cause of the evil, and, having found 
it, proceed to deal with it.) Rural. guilds, 
better cooking, healthier amusements are. all 
very fine in their own place, but does any- 
bedy think they will dam the tide of 
emigration draiuing the life-blood of the 
Nation ” 

There is no difficulty in diagnosing the 
cause of the ill Just as the foundation 
cause of all the international. trouble to-day 
is economic, the fundameutal cause of our 
trouble-is economic, Unless and antil steps 
are taken to adjust the disparity between the 
town dweller and the country dweller, no 
real progress will he made. The stream of 
the best of our youth will continue fo flow 
throngh our ports, and shortly the land will 
be a desert of grass, untilled, undrained and 
unpruned, 

What is the remedy and who is to find it? 
Clearly the first move should come from 
those directly affected. Organisation of 
those on the land is required Will Muintir 
Na Tire provide this? While I have no 
doubt that, wisely fea, this association can 
become an important factor in the spiritual 
and social uplifting of those on the tand, | 
cannot see that it ig so constituted that it 
may deal in an effective way with the imme- 
diate and pressing necessities of rural 
sitaration. 

Is 16 too mach to expect that out of the 
welter aud chaos to which agricultural 
organisations have been consigned for a long 
time, there may now arse, born. of the 
gravity of the position, pheenix-like, a virile 
and businesslike non-party agricultural 
organisation, which will take the first steps 
to get fair play for all land workers, and by 
helping to save the rural population from 
extinction, help at the same time to save 
the country.—Yours, ete.,

MALICIOUS DAMAGE 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Srr,—At a recent Conference of the Associa 
tion of Municipal Authorities, held at Ennis, 


a resolution was passed calling for the repeal 


of the Malicious Injuries. Acts. 
It will be a grave injustice to ratepayers, 


‘urban and rural, if these Acts should. ever be 


repealed. At present no ratepayer.has his 
property insured against. malicious damage: 
the moment the Acts are repealed all rate- 
payers must, in their own imterests, wisure 
agaimst such injury. The premiom for this 
class of instranee is higher than for fire, and 
corsequently a heavy annual levy will have 
to be borne by property owners (ratepayers). 

The present system, whereby the whole rate- 
paying community. are responsible for. each 
individual loss, is in the end the better and 
the cheaper form of ge against, acts of 
malicious damage. The present system is, in 
fact, a form of conmmanity imsarance. 

An anatysis of the rate levy over the past 
five years in An Saorstdt will show that the 
average charge for malicious damage did not 
exceed one penny in the pound, This meant 
that a property of £30 valuation was fully 
insured against the violence of evil-doers for 
an anneal premimm of 2s. 6d.

Average for ‘the five years equals Ad. 
approximately in the pound. In South Tip- 
perary all property owners of £30 were insured 
ior an annual premium of 1s. 3d. against all 
malicious damage during the past five years. 
Should the Acts be abolished, these ratepayers 
will be saddled with an annual premium of 
at least £5 per annum, because no owner 
would be so foolish as to be uninsured. 

A further serious aspect is that all property 
owners ewing money to the banks, on the 
security of their property, would be compelled 
to be fully insured against malicious damage, 
which would mean a very serious sum in 
premiums. 

Malicious damage is of rare occurrence, 
chiefly because would-be perpetrators realise 
that it is not the individual who is injured, 
but the whole community. 

I trust this resolution will be rescinded at 
the next meeting of the Municipal Authorities’ 
Association.—Yoars, etc.,

Home Again 


They are home again. Yesterday morn- 
ing a train westward from 


Dublin, bearing the charred remains of 


steamed 


| ten youths who travelled eastward along 
the same route only a few months earlier. 
To-day their ten coffins, of which only one 
carries a name, will be laid in the little 
churchyard at Achill Sound; the bitter, 
barren soil that grudged them a livelli- 
hood will give them rest. . For those ten 
dead we do not mourn. Their doom was 
terrible, but they have overcome it: they 
have found peace which never would have 
been theirs among the stones and sand of 
Achill. ‘We mourn for their fathers and 
mothers, their brothers and sisters: for 
those who loved them, and will nurse a 
torturing memory of them for ever: for 
those whose burden of toil will be heavier 
because there will be ten fewer to share 
it. It is hard for us to realise the full 
cruelty of this blow which has fallen 
upon the bereft families. Few subscribers 
to this newspaper have known want ; none 
has known such depths of poverty as are 
the common lot of the people from whom 
sprang the ten dead youths. Without our 
help their life henceforward must be a 
death in: life. How close they live to 
the edge of starvation is evident from the 
discovery that even children of thirteen 
years must go to Scotland to aid in the 
earning of a few pitiful pounds. With 
that meagre assistance they barely could 
live; without it, how can their fight 
against starvation be availing? Surely 
there never was an occasion that made so 
clear an appeal to the generosity of the 
Irish people. If we, who did not suffer, 
have been stunned by the shock of the 
Kirkintilloch disaster, we can imagine, 
however dimly, the weight of horror that 
oppresses the We 
cannot lighten their sorrow for the dead; 
but our charity can bring them some little 
relief from the dull hell of labour which 
otherwise must be their lot until the end 
of life. 

Yet charity is not enough, Our duty 
does not end with the subscription of 'a few 
pounds to comfort the kindred of these 
ten dead youths. The flames at Kirkin- 
tilloch have killed, but they also have 
cleansed. burned a way 
through cur complacency, selfish, 
unthinking tolerance of evil; they have 
seared our conscience into wakefulness. 
Ten young men had to die in order that 
our eyes might be opened to the horrors of 
life among the crofters of Connaught, anJ 
the lesson of their sacrifice must not go 
unheeded. The train that left Dublin 
yesterday for Achill bore a tragic freight ; 
yet was it more melancholy than those 
hundreds of trains which have sped east- 
wards from Achill with their cargoes of 
starved humanity, seeking the means of 
subsistence in an alien country? Year 
after year six thousand young men and 
women of Ireland are driven to the stony 
Scottish fields for the poor employment 
which their own land denies them. They 
do work that the lowest Scottish labourer 
refuses to do, for a wage which the lowest 
Scottish labourer will not accept ; they live 
in foul surroundings; they are treated 
with contempt. Must our national pride 
endure this humiliation? If any citizen 
of the Irish Free State is unmoved by the 
awful light which this tragedy has thrown 
upon conditions in Achill, can his pride 
remain proof against the degradation of 
his countrymen in the eyes of neighbour 
nations? The Scottish authorities have 
promised an inquiry into the circumstances 
of last Thursday’s disaster, and, without 
doubt, they will compel an improvement 
of the living conditions of Irish visiting 
workers. ‘There must be no need of their 
humane offices. Never again must an Irish 
family be forced by poverty to send its 
sons and daughters to that loathsome 
labour. Rather than an inquiry into the 
death of these ten youths, let us have 
an immediate inquiry into the life of the 
Western slums. If we can find no better 
remedy, let us pay those six thousand 
annual emigrants to stay at home, rather 
than let them endure the misery and 
shame of coolie labour in a strange land. 
It will be a small price for the lifting of 
so awful a reproach.

Revolution in. Concrete 


Since the Great War twelve million 
people in England and Wales have moved 
into new homes. Thirty per cent. of the 
British population has been re-housed. 
Nearly three and a half millions of new 
dwellings have been ‘built, So far from 
slackening, ihe erection of houses goes on 


325,000 in the preceding year. These 
figures are impressive, although’ they 
merely confirm what every traveller 
observes when, revisiting any familiar 


| part of urban Britain after a few years, | 


he finds its fabric strange to the eye—as 
if, like the creatures of the field, the very 
town had sloughed its skin. In Ireland, 
as the Irish Builder and Engineer reminds 
us, the re-housing of the people has not 
been so rapid. While thirty out of every 
hundred Britons now have new homes, the 
proportion of Free State people is nine. 
Here 76,000 houses have been built since 
the War, housing somewhat over a quarter 
of a million people. The higher rate in 
England is due to the great number of 
people in a wealthy country who can 
afford to build for themselves. Four-fifths 


of the new English houses have been built 


by private enterprise, but only half of the 
new Irish building is private. Of late, 
the rate of building in the Free State has 
hastened; that is, until a strike in the 
building trade unnaturally arrested it. In 
the next years we expect the re-housing of 
urban Ireland to overtake that of Britain. 
This great revolution in concrete is one of 
the phenomena of our times which will 
weigh with historians. It is a material 
transformation which must have far- 
reaching results in social relations, in 
manners, customs, art, letters, even morals. 
The habits of a new generation are 
changed when the young people set up home 
in newly-erected suburbs, far from the 
presence and influence of their elders. A 
new style of furniture and decoration goes 
with new dietetic ways, and home, sweet 
home, is a place that the elder generation 
hardly would recognise as homely. Man,. 
so largely a creature.of habit, cannot be 
moved abruptly from a familiar environ- 
ment without a mental upheaval, and that 
may be either good or bad. Every renais. 
sance and every revolution in history has 
been marked by physical changes con- 
current with the rise of new thoughts, 
tastes, mental] standards. It is not to 
praise, nor yet to condemn, that we note 
the inevitable consequences of the trans- 
of the population from old. 
fashioned houses and old neighbourhoods 
to brisk, new surroundings and bright 
amenities. In the days of the Vicar of 
Wakefield, as Goldsmith tells us in a 
memorable phrase, the only excitement 
was a migration from the blue bed to the 


ference 


brown ; but now we have whole nations on 
the march, in migration from immemoria] 
homes to complete novelty. Conservative 
persons, who admire continuity, will 
become futile praisers of past times if they 
do not accommodate their doctrines to 
the stubborn physical fact. Here are new 
homes, new suburbs, new towns, new 
populations, and‘ within them many old 
things, precious to memory, never can live 
again. The duty of those who wish the 
future to continue what is best in the past 
must be to remove all unessential things 
from that heritage which they wish the 
new world to preserve. Coming down to 
homely facts, they must cease to repine 
when they find the young people filling 
their homes with furniture that is made 
by engineers, not cabinet-makers, and 
adorning their walls with machine-stamped 
brass plates instead of pictures. This 
had to be, like any other whirligig of 
fashion. Well it will be if fashion, chang. 
ing externals, does not invade the interior 


life of the race. 


Atmosphere 


One can foretell with every hope of 
ultimate accuracy how women will teact 
to the pleasures of winning a prize at a 
dog show. There will be impassioned, 
meaningless consolation for the less for- 
tunate competitors; a brilliant, rather 
significant, smile for the judges; a virtu- 
ally limitless amount of tender in-fighting 
with the prize-winning animal; and a 
gigantic number of subsequent tea-parties, 
at which the incidents of the triumph are 
recalled and debated. Such is the pro- 
cedure in the British Isles; and for all we 
know it may go the same way i1 Amster- 
dam. Indeed, we may affirm outright 
that if the Dutch countess had been on 
her home ground she would have con- 
soled, smiled, fondled and entertained in 
the age-old and reasonable tradition. For 
her reputation’s sake she should have 
stayed in Amsterdam. Instead, : e enters 
her hounds for a festival in Budapest, and 
the atmosphere ‘‘gets’’ her. She is in 
the capital of a country where the citizen» 
are shot by chickens, where salmon bite 
one-eyed shepherds, and where trains 


are derailed by wooden legs; and, as if it. 


were not enough that she should be sur- 
rounded by so much that is provocative, 


she goes and wins a prize against the 


finest kennel-fuls in Central Europe. The 
countess is all upset. On arriva] at her 
hotel she speeds for the garden, removes 
her dog show costume, and begins to eat 
grass. The grass is none too tasty; and, 
dropping that side of the thing, she bursts. 
into long-drawn-out and harmonious song. 
lt was Budapest, but the countess had 
overdone it. Although, what with the 
noise, the shreds of grass, and the prevail- 
ing chilly weather, she presented a for- 
midable spectacle, asylum officials rallied 
to the call of duty and led her from the 
scene. Now she must pass through the 
whole weary business of psycho-analysis ; 
and experts will show that she thought 
that she was a dog and should wear no 
clothes, and that, still believing herself 
to be canine, she ate grass because of 
some slight internal disorder. Such 
casuistry, of course, is a farce. The 
countess was doing as the Romans do; 
and, if the Romans could not keep up 
with her, that, surely, was not her fault.

Having described the geographical situation 
of (hile, Senor Blejer said that the south, 
claimed by many--to be amongst the most 
beautiful regions on earth, had a climate 
much Jike that of the West of Ireland. Vai- 
paraiso, which meant Valley of Paradise, was 
one of their beautiful cities, perched on the 
hiils overlooking the great Pacific Ocean. Its 
bay was very much like Dalkey FE but 
larger. Santiago had a population of close en 
one million souls, of European descent, and 
the Government was composed of a President, 
his Cabinet, a Senate sad tha House of Depu- 
ties, and justice was administered by the 
Supreme Court and lower Courts, as in 
Ireland. 

_Chile was a Catholic country, and the Pre- 
sident and hig Ministers attended the solemn 
Te Deum sung in the ('athedral for all State 
occasions, but, naturally, there was toleration 
for all religious beliefs. 


FREE EDUCATION 


The State provided free education for all 
citizens, primary, secondary and university, 
and had established free scholarships for 
pupils in the principal universities of other 
countries. Jlliteracy was, «therefore, non- 
existent in Chile, and no effort had been 
spared to raise the standard of culture of all 
citizens, Libraries, museums and picture 
galleries were all free. 

The social laws of Chile had kept pace 
with the rapid development of the country in 
other fields, and fifteen years ago President 
Don Arturo Alessandri introduced those laws, 
which ensured justice to all classes, provid- 
ing adequate housing system, free hospitals. 
old age pensions oar child-welfare,. by means 
of advanced social legislation. 

Up to 1810 Chile had been governed by 
Spain, and, therefore, their language, mode 
of life, old architecture, and culture, were 
‘of Spanish origin; but since then they had 
developed on their own independent lines, 
and their present prosperity was due to the 
collective efforts of the whole Chilean nation. 

Ireland and Chile were closely connected 
through those Irishmen who settled in Chile 
many years ago, such as the MacClures, the 
Ryans, the O'Briens, the Lynchs and the 
MacKennas. Among these families one of 
the most outstanding was that of His Excel 
lency the Chilean Ambassador to Great 
Britain, Don Agustin Edwards MacClure, 
G.B.E. | | 

Although those connections were made so 
many years ago they still were strongly felt 
in Chile, and it was their sincere wish to 
keep up the deep and friendly relation 
between Ireland and Chile, “which began. on 
the very day of their Independence,

. The Bishop of Ossory (the Right Rev. J. 
(7, F. Day, D.D.) represented the Church of 
Ireland at the celebrations, by the Canadian 
Church, of the one hundredth and fiftieth 
anniversary of the consecration of Charles 
Inglis as first Bishop of Nova Scotia. At 
the meeting of the General Synod of the 
Church of England in Canada the Bishop of 
Ossory read a letter of greetings from the 
Primate of All ii and also one 
Írom the Diocesan Synod of Leighlin. 

In the course of his letter the Primate said: 

‘It is indeed a grief to me that, owing to 
illness, 1 am not able to go and in person 
express my warmest greetings on the occasion 
of the one hundredth and fiftieth anniversary 
of Canada's first bishop, whom we remember 
with thankfulness as a son of our old Charch 
of Ireland.” 
Dr. Day, in reading the message, told the 
Canadian Synod that since the time of the 
letter the Primate had made a wonderful re- 
covery in health, 

At the great Service held in All Saints’ 
Cathedral, Halifax, the Bishop of Ossory was 
the special preacher. In the course of his 
sermon he said: “We of the Church of Ire- 
land share in your commemoration to-day, 
and thank God with you for the life and 
labours of that dauntless and true-hearted 
servant of Christ, who laid the foundations 
of the Church so strongly and well in this 
great Dominion upon the rock of Christ.’’ 

After reviewing the career of Bishop 
Inglis, Dr, Day stressed the close, strong 
links between Ireland and Canada, not only 
by ties of blood relationship, but also the 
links of Christian love and service, 

At the close of the Service, which was a 
fully choral celebration of the Holy- Com- 
municn, a solemn Te Deum was sung.

ENDEAVOUR I.’S FATE

CHANCES OF CROSSING 
UNDER SAIL

Grave fears are now felt for the safety 
of Mr. Sopwith’s racing sloop Endeavoui 
I.. which has been missing since she broke 
away from the motor yacht Viva II., off 
Nantucket, during the storm on Monday 
night. 

The four coastguard cutters, which have 
heen continuously searching for the past 
four days, reported at noon to-day that 
they had completely covered the area 


which it has been supposed that the yacht 
might have been blown. Not only was no 
trace of her seen, but no signals were 
picked up from the low-powered wireless 
transmitter which she carries. 

It is now thought that Captain Edward 
Heard. her skipper, may have decided not 
to put back, as did Viva IT, after the 
storm, but to make the entire crossing 
under sail. 

Before her departure Endeavour’s 
racing rig had been dismantled and a sea- 
worthy ketch rig substituted, and many 
sailors here would not be surprised if she 
were to appear ten days hence off the 
English coast. There is some doubt, how- 
ever, whether the sloop’s light hull, built 
primarily for racing, can stand the inces 
sant pressure of, heavy seas, and those 
who advance the theory that she may be 
cruising under sail are not especially 
optimistic about her chances of making a 
successful crossing. 

Viva II., the motor yacht from which 
Endeavour I. broke away on Monday last 
on the journey to England, left Boston 
again yesterday on her. way to England. 
Hér captain intends to search for Endea 
vour I. on the way across. 

Coastguard vessels are continuing the 
search, but fresh anxiety has been caused 
by a Weather Bureau warning to shipping 
of a disturbance over Quebec, with a fresh 
to strong south-west wind, shifting to the 
north-west. 

A radio message from the motor-yacht 
Philante, which is towing the Endeavour

The Times remarks editorially to-day :— 
An idea with vital force which was put 
in circulation by the Royal Commission 
on Local Government in the Tyneside area 
is to be a subject of discussion this week 
between the Minister of Health and repre- 
sentatives of the Tyneside local authorities. 
The Commission had a local difficulty to 
consider, but in suggesting a remedy it 
drew on facts which students of the report 
recognise as common over a large part, ‘f 
not most, of the field of local government, 
and it stated principles that are as far. 
reaching as the facts. Between the four 
signatories of the majority report and the 
single signatory of the minority report 
there was no difference in the statement 
of these principles but only in the mode 
of their application. Nowhere is there 
likely to be any serious challenge of the 
principles, though there has already been 
a clear indication that local governing 
authorities are far from ready to accept 
the conclusions either of the majority or 
of the minority report. 
Only the local authorities on Tyneside 
and the county authorities of Northumber 
land and Durham are required to give 
urgent and immediate attention to what 
has been proposed, but the condition of 
toca] government generally, and what is 
seen in the light of the Commission s con. 
clusions to be its transitional form, de- 
mand that the facts shall be carefully 
faced, and that suitable action shall be 
prepared wherever conditions are at all 
comparable with those on Tyneside. 
Present municipal boundaries mark 
horizons that are too narrow. They are 
hindrances to Tyneside’s future and inflict 
hardship on no smal] number of its popu 
tiation. And this issue which confronts 
Tyneside to-day is, even if unformulated 
in precise terms, before many another area. 
Loca] Government is outgrowing its old 
confines and requires new forms that will 
give the larger services the scope they 
require without making them too remote 
from the watchful oversight and control 
of the people for whom they exist and 
who foot the bill. |

Hunters Pulled Over 
Hundred Miles in Dinghy

The party consisted of Captain I. L. 
David, Dr. Seccombe Hett (the shark. 
hunter), Mr. Harry Smith, Mr. Tony 
Watkins (the explorer) and Mr. H. 
W ebster. 

They have been cruising in the Firth 
of Clyde for nearly a fortnight in the 
converted Admiralty patrol boat Myrtle 
in the hope of securing a basking shark 
which could be subjected to analysis with 
the object of finding out whether a new 
Scottish industry could be buili up for 
the distillation of shark liver oil. 

At 11 a.m. on Saturday, from a dinghy. 
Captain David harpooned a shark over 
thirty feet in length and estimated to 
weigh ten tons. With him in the dinghy 
were Messrs. Smith and. Webster. The 
shark set off at tremendous speed, zig. 
zagging. backwards and forwards beneat 
the water. 


HEADED FOR OCEAN 


Dragging the dinghy behind, it headed 
straight for Arran, but when off Machrie 
Bay turned in a great circle and dragge | 
the dinghy past Carradale and Campbel 
town Loch, through the Sound of Sanda 
and past the Mull of Kintyre, apparently 
heading towards the open ocean. 

Strong currents in the Mull made it 
alter course. and it turned back until 
Arran was again reached. 

The sea was calm, but the hunters had 
the utmost difficulty in keeping the Myrtle 
on an even keel, as the shark darted back 
wards and forwards in desperate efforts 
to free itself. Hours passed as the creature 
raced backwards and forwards between 
Arran and the Mull attempting to make 
for the open ocean, and always being 
driven back by tide and currents towards 
Arran. 

The men in the dinghy sought by careful 
steering and constant dragging on the tow 
rope to contro] the movements of the shark, 
but they were powerless to influence its 
course. and were dragged hither and 
thither. 


RELIEVED 


The dinghy was closely followed by the 
Myrtle, and by careful seamanship a 
second dinghy was able to approach the 
first. Several times the men on the shark 
towed dinghy were relieved for a period 
of rest on the Mvrtle, while others of the 
party took their places. ' 

So the battle continued. Dusk fell, a 
brilliant. harvest moon blazed out. and in 
the cold moonlight the great fish fought 
for its life, while the adventurers con 
tinued their own fight for safety—and a 
prize. 

Messrs. Watkins and Webster were tm 
the dinghy at dawn, and were due for 
relief when fire. broke out in the Myrtle’s 
cabin.. Captain David, Dr. Hett and Mr. 
Smith had to devote all their efforts to 
subduing the flames. 

When the fire had been conquered the 
dinghy had disappeared. The Myrtle 
made a great sweep from Campbeltown to 
Carradale, but could find no trace of the 
dinghy, and the Myrtle put back towards 
Campbeltown.

While the Service proceeded 
bright autumn sunshine filtered through 
ue stained-glass windows, lighting up the 
altar. 

Monsignor Daly brought a message from 
Archbishop Macintosh, expressing his very 
great sorrow at the catastrophe, and the 
sympathy of himself and his whole diocese 
with the relatives of those who lost their 
lives and with the survivors.

CANADA 


Mr. Mackenzie King appealed for closer 
economic co-operation between nations as 
the best means of ensuring the peace of 
the world. 

“Speaking for Canada,” he said, “I 
am happy to be able to say that we have 
found it possible to co-operate with other 
countries tn seeking to restore the norma! 
flow and volume of international com- 
merce, 

“* Canada can now claim that she employs 
no quotas, no exchange restrictions, no 
embargoes, excep’ those connected with the 
traffic in arms and the prevention of the 
spread of disease. 

“ In the promotion of the common good 
will be found an assurance of the pros- 
perity of all and the best path to under- 
standing and friendship between the 
nations.’’ 

Mr. Eden, speaking from Geneva, said 
that he welcomed the opportunity of talk 
ing to the people of Canada and the 
United States on the connection between 
economics and foreign policy, 


INTERNATIONAL TRADE 


“ There is happily no reason to take too 


despondent a view as regards the present 
economic situation,” he added, ‘‘either 


large. 
‘“International trade persists and grows 
in spite of all difficulties. Tariffs, quotas 
exchange control, import licences—all 
exist; but the patient and indomitable 
trader manages to surmount them, and in 
1936 total world trade amounted to the 
immense sum of over 25,500 million gold 
dollars.” 
This, said Mr. Eden, was the highest 
total reached since 1932. | 
“ Tn this connection,” he continued, “' it 
is a remarkable and significant fact that 
two countries—the United States and the 
United Kingdom—were accountable in 1936 
for nearly 30 per cent. of the world’s tota! 
imports Of this the United States 
share was over 11 per cent., the United 
Kingdom’s share was over 18 per cent., 
and Canada’s very nearly three per cent.”’ 
These figures represented a noteworthy 
contribution to world recovery and 


prosperity. : 
TRADE BARBIERS 


Stating that the Umted States’ economic 


inspired by broadminded conceptions of 
freer trade, Mr. Eden went om: ' The 
United Kingdom welcomes the practical 
benefit of Mr. Cordell Hull’s vigorous 
efforts for the reduction of trade barriers, 
and we appreciate the ideal of peace 
} through economic appeasement which has 
inspired his policy. 

‘“Canada has already made a trade 
agreement with her great neighbour, and. 
I very much hope that it may be found 
possible for the United Kingdom also, 
before very long, to reach an agreement 
with the United States for the reduction 
of Customs duties om a most favoured 
nation basis. Such an agreement would 
redound not only to our own advantage, 
but to that of the whole world. 

“Tt is just a year ago that the United 
States Government took part with the 
French Government and ourselves in the 
tripartite declaration, which was since the 
crisis started the first joint affirmation by 
leading countries that they would eco 
operate to promote prosperity in the 
world and improve the standard of living. 

‘Perhaps, we under-estimated the 
difficulties which the crisis has left behind 
us, but, even so, we have not been wholly 
disappointed. Our two countries—most 
countries—are, in fact, more prosperous 
than they were this time last year. This 
prosperity may not tn itself be a guarantee 
of peace; for man is not entirely an 
economic being, but it ought to be, and I 
| believe it is, a fagtor working in favour of 
peaceful poliey.’”’ 


BELGIAN PREMIER 


M. Van Zeeland said that no country 
‘could be unaffected by the prosperity or 


was quite as true of the Great Powers as 
of the smaller ones. Repeated experiences 
had shown that under modern economic 
conditions no country eould escape the 
effects of universal crisis. 

“In fighting, as we are, to defend and 
promote our legitimate national interests 
we seem to be acting as useful members of 
the great community of nations,” said M.

| Nati eace Conference, Mr. Hull 
said:—‘‘The principles methods 
essential for peace are simple—they are 
not those of extreme isolation, on the one 
hand, or aggression by force on the other. 
It is a great temptation in some countries, 
such as our own, to believe that peace 


may be had merely by maintaining such 


both in time of peace and in time of war, 
‘We are determined neither to thrust 
ourselves into nor to be drawn into armed 
conflicts between other nations, but this 
policy must be supplemented. 
‘““We must make our 
towards the realisation of the conditions 
upon which peace everywhere can be 
maintained ; or ultimately we.shall have 


| to sustain and protect ourselves amid an 


outside world ridden by force and war. 


SECURITY QUESTION 


“In such a world,” continued Mr. 
Hull, ‘‘ would we always be assured of 
our own security? Is it not evident that 
if the rule of Jaw gives way to inter- 
national. anarchy the security of this 
country would be seriously jeopardised ? 

‘‘A policy of complete isolation from 
the outside world would, in its ultimate 
effects, be as ineffective as the opposite 
extreme of ill-advised and unnecessary 
}intervention in the affairs of the outside 
world would be unwise.

THE TEACHING OF 

MEDIAEVAL RUBBISH 

‘6 UNIVERSITY may be a good hotel 

A or an elegant cenotaph for an estab- 

lished science. The history of uni- 

versities does not show that they are well- 
equipped to serve as lying-in hosprtals.”’ 

Delegates to the Conference of the British 
Institute of Adult Education at Cambridge 
last night heard this and other challenging 
comment on the universities by” Professor 
Lancelot Hogben, Regius Professor of 
Natural History, Aberdeen University, who 
gave a paper on “ Education for an Age of 
Plenty.” i 

‘“‘ If we examine the curriculum of a modern 
university, he said, “we may classify its 

three groups—knowledge 
once useful, still useful, or possibly destined 
to be useful. 

“It is easier for a university man to feel 
that he enjoys the best educational facilities 
of his time than to recognise how little of 
what he has been taught is of imminent 
importance,’ said the Professor, who spoke 
of “‘the arrogant complacency which is too 
common among university men,” and ‘‘the 
medizval rubbish taught as economics in our 
universities.’ 

HELPFUL INSTRUCTION 

A large number of ordinarily mtelligent 
people had begun to realise that political 
democracy was “‘ a sham if it cannot guaran- 
tee a much larger share in the benefits of 
advanicin bncigladion of improved technical 
skill to the average citizen.”’ At present the 
universities did not directly provrde instruc- 
tion which was directly helpful in the task 
of salvaging democracy, and consequently an 
Adult Education Movement, which aimed at 
retailing the culture of the universities was 
not socially relevant to the needs of the 
trme. 

“But,” said Professor Hogben, “ three 
years spent in the most futile studies at a 
university have at least one advantage.’’ ew 4 
taug 5 one the way to the libraries in whic 
official documents reside, and in that respect 
the co-operation of university men was 
welcome. 

The Adult Education Movement should steer 
a middle course between aimless educatfon 
and a low level of workmanship, Its most 
urgent need was to throw o rboard the exist- 
ing classification of social sciences, such as 
economics, and frame a curriculum of factual 
studies relevant to the pressing needs of our 
time. 


INVITING DEFEAT 


It had no need for the biology courses of 
the university; rt needed courses on mal- 
nutrition, public health policy, the changing 
structure of industrial management, the re- 
cruitment of social personnel, the distribution 
of income, leisure, and educational opportuni- 
tres; the powers of local government, the new 
problems of population growth, the social 
influence of finance capital. 

“To defend a static model of political 
democracy or to justify the barren intellect- 
ualism of our universiffes is to invite defeat,” 
concluded the Professor. 

“lí Western civilisation chooses the down- 
ward path of militarism, neo-pagan mysticism 
and storm troop brutality, its fate will be the 
penalty of our own complacent and effeminate 
satisfaction with a social culture which has 
long since lost the creative vitality of its 
youth.’’

FRANCE AND THE FRANC 


A rather gloomy view is taken of the out- 
look for France. The more pessimistic people 
are inclined to regard the collapse of the 
franc as a red light, because it indicates very 
unsatisfactory political and economic condi- 
tions in the country. What is feared perhaps 
as much as anything is serious labour gaisneas 
due to the increase in the cost of living 
through rising prices. The cheaper franc may 
encourage the export business oí France, but 
it increases the cost of imports, and a dis- 
satisfiel community will not subscribe freely 
to any Government Loan. There is talk of 
financial assistance by Great Britain on a 
large scale. but it is doubtful if there is any- 
thing in this, though the British Govern- 
ment might act to: prevent: a more serious 
depreciation of the currency. It is fairly cer- 
tain that the public here would not subscribe 
to a big French Loan offered in London, for 
the severe loss incurred’ in connection with 
the issue of Rentes during the war, an opera- 
tion afterwards followed by an official de- 
valuation of the franc, is not forgotten. 
France will not recover until the confidence 
of the business world has been restored. Until 
then the outflow of capital from the country 
is likely to go on unless drastic measures are 
taken to prevent it. With a complete restora- 
tion of confidence France would be more 
likely to enjoy the advantages of cheap 
money.

SHORTAGE OF BACON 


From OUR COMMERCIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


Business in most departments of the provi- 
sion market continues fairly well up to the 
average, and a strong tone is reported for 
most commodities. Increased shipments of 
butter were reported from Denmark and 
Sweden to Northern ports last week-end, but 
consignments of both bacon and eggs were 
smaller. The shortage ct bacon is becoming 
more acute. Spot supplies of Irish ate of a 
, very limited character, and the recent reduc- 
tion of five per cent. in the quota for im- 
ported has already had a marked effect, and 
most descriptions were well cleared early in 
“pot. prices for Irish are 4s. higher, 
ie weekly meeting of the Manchester 
Bacon Committee English was advanced 2s., 
Danish and Polish 4s., Swedish and Dutch 
6s., and values are now neminallv’ 10s. to 
15s. e per higher than those ruling at 
the corresponding period of last year. Whether 
the further advance will check the retail 
demand remains to be seen but according to 
one local grocer his customers are a'ready 
turning their attention to cereals as a b: cak- 
fast food. as being more economical.

Arrivals of 
Colonial butter for the week ending Septem- 
ber :ith totalled 106,100 boxes, including 
85,400 boxes from New Zealand and 20,700 
boxes from Australia A total of 128,900 
boxes is expected during the present week, 
and supplies should again be comparatively 
light in the week following. Shipments on 
passage to this country now exceed last 
week's figure. Gradings of New Zealand 
butter increased seasonally in August, and 
were two per cent, heavier than a year 
earlier: stocks in store at the end of the 
month were 1,800 tons above last year’s 
corresponding figure. Australian production 
is responding to the improved conditions, but 
is still smaller than a year ago. Notwith 
standing the high prices ruling the market 
closed firm for both Irish and home produced 


eggs. 
LIVE STOCK. 

At the Manchester Cattle Market on Tues- 
day all classes of livestock were penned in 
smaller numbers. There was a rather better 
demand for the good supplies of fat cattle, 
but prices showed liftle change.

The Industrial market, which, on the 
whole, has shown good powers of resistance 
recently, has fallen away more seriously in 
the past week (says TÁe Sunday Times).

6d., to give only 
a sample. In addition, British indices of 
industrial equities have gone below not only 
the ‘‘lows’”’ of 1937, but also those of 1936, 
and it is not a huge step further before they 
get under the levels of the autumn of 1935, 
when the market was passing through the 
crisis of sanctions. If we were as wedded to 
theories as are American investors we would 
take an extremely grave view of this break 
in our indices, but, as it is, Dow Jones has 
no great influence so far as the London Stock 
Exchange is concerned, and most prices have 
indeed found themselves able to rise a little 
above the lowest points reached in the last 
week. Nevertheless, it would be unwise not 
to take a serious view of the position of the 
Industrial market, and envisage the possi- 
bility of a further fall. We think the week's 
dealings should be taken as a final lesson to 
the private speculative buyer, who should 
certainly do no business at the present time. 
For the courageous investor, however, we 
should say that gains are to be made in the 
long run by picking up the market leaders 
now that so many people are nervously dis- 
posed: to sell them.- The investor, unless he 
is in the closest touch with the city, should 
hardly worry about the possibility of buying 
cheaper later, on a further fall before the 
market starts its real recovery. 


Hesitancy in Rubber 


Considerable hesitancy is evident in the 
rubber market. Early this week the price 
rose on support from America and the Con- 
tinent to over 9jd. per lb., and an attempt 
was made to revive speculative operations in 
commodity (writes 7’he Observer). The buy- 
ing was short-lived, however, and the price 
quickly reacted to under 9d. Stocks have 
been slightly increasing in this country, 
while the American figures for August, pub- 
lished yesterday, indicated a decline in con- 
sumption there. The share market has felt 
the effects of the uncertainty, and prices o 
the leading shares are rather lower. To 
some extent, howeyer, the depressing factors 
have been counterbalanced by the large 
number of good dividend announcements 
made this week. In every case share-holders 
are receiving larger distributions. Within 
the next few months the question of the con- 
tinuation of restriction will come up for 
settlement. There seems little doubt, how- 
ever, that, in view of the decided advantages 
which have accrued to the industry and to 
the Governments corcerned, the present form 
of control will be continued for at least 
another five years. The position would, 
therefore, appear to favour holders of rubber 
shares. From the reports and dividends 
which have hecome available in the past few 
months, it is evident that good profits can 
be made with the price of the commodity 
around 9d. per Ib., which appears to be the 
price at which the Committee aims to stabi- 
lise it.

REPORTED AMERICAN PURCHASE OF

It is believed that the United States 
Treasury recently bought silver directly in 
the London market supplementing the grow- 
ing amounts of gold acquired as a result of 
Pritish supporting operations necessitated by 
the recent decline in sterling.

Percy Alliss (Templeriewsam, Leeds) 
forty -years old Ryder Cup player, gained 
one of the most brilliant triumphs of his 
career at Stoke Poges, near Slough, on Satur- 
day, by defeating James Adams (Royal 
Liverpoo]}, Scottish international, 3 and 2 in 
the 36 holes final of the News of the World 
£1,250 professional tournament. After he 
had received the first prize of £200 Alliss 
“pees public tribute: to the club which had 
rought him success—a black, heavy-headed 
putter which he had borrowed from Colonel 
C.. E. Walger, Secretary of Stoke Poges Club, 
hefore the tournament started. 

In a competitive career of twenty years 
Allis. has accomplished many low-scoring 
feats, but for sustained brilliance his play 
in this event can have few parallels in the 
history of the game. His worst round was 
70, and for seven rounds he had the pheno- 
menal standard of twenty-five under fours. 
Against such consistent skill Adams did well 
to take the match to the thirty-fourth hole, 
and, although Alliss deserved the cheers of 
the 2,000 people present, it was the Scot

Alliss, playing first from the sixteenth tee, 
hit a beautiful shot to within four yards of 
the hole, but Adams was equal to the 
occasion. He hit an even better shot, and 
there was a gasp from the onlookers as the 
ball .scraped past the hole and finished 
twelve inches beyond. Adams had a great 
chance to win back a hole, but Alliss was 
relentless in his pursuit of victory, and 
coolly ran down the putt to end a splendid 
match with a half in a birdie two. 

In the early stages of the round Adams 
threatened to draw level, for Alliss 


holes, and was only one up. When Adamss 
ball rolled to within four yards of the pin 
at. the short seventh, with Alliss twelve yards 
away, the crowd expected the Scot to square, 
but Alliss holed his long putt for a birdie 
two to swing the match in_ his’ favour.

Dr. Anthony and Mr. George Andrews, 
members of the American Museum Grand 
Canyon expedition, now at the summit of 
‘‘Shiva’s Temple,” high above the canyon, 
intend to spend ten days or more there, 
according to Dr. McKee, the expedition’s 
naturalist. ; 

The couple on this “ lost world ”’ 
plateau are securing data of wild life 
there. The only problem they have to 
overcome in remaining there is that of 
water supply. Water containers dropped 
from the air yesterday were smashed. 

Dr. McKee told. Reuter that Dr. 
Anthony has discovered a number of 
perfectly shaped arrow heads, several 
stone skinning implements and scrapers, 
which indicate that ‘‘Shiva’s Temple' was 
once a rich hunting ground, probably 
about 1000 A.D. 

Referring to reports that Dr. Anthony 
has sent down a request for ammunition, 
Dr. McKee said: ‘‘ There is no possibility 
of spectacular developments. There is 
nothing to the theory that large animals 
are isolated on the plateau, but we hope to 
trace the evolution of small animals during 
a period of isolation.’’ 7

‘To 
their request for a reconsideration of the 
matter by the Milk Council the Dairymen’s 
Unions on Saturday received a reply declining 
to reopen the matter. The dairymen intend, 
however, to take ‘matter further, and it is 
understood tha tthe assistance of a large 
number of members of Parliament is to be 
sought in their endeavour to secure a reversal 
of the Milk Council’s c'ereisi..n.

GOVERNMENT VESSEL ~

A party of men arrested near Bordeaux are 
alleged to have boarded the Spanish Govern- 
ment submarine C 2, now lying in Brest, and ' 
to have been concerned in the mysterious 
disappearance of the commander and the 
chief engineer. 
During the boarding one of the intruders is 
stated to have been ‘shot dead. 
The C2 is at present lying in the com- 
mercial port of Brest awaiting engine repairs, 
It is reported that at ten o'clock last night 
a motor boat came alongside the submarine 
containing twelve men in civilian clothes, - 
One of these men said that he was the 
commander of the Spanish submarine C4, 
which has been for some time past at, Verdon, 
near Bordeaux, for repairs. He added that 
they had come up from Bordeaux by train. - 


RAIDER SHOT DEAD 


They all went aboard the C2, the crew on 
board at the time consisting of the com- 
mander and 11 men, as the other 35 were on 
shore leave. 

When they were aboard the man claiming 
to be the captain of the C4 is said to have 
offered the commander 3,000,000 francs (about 
£20,000) for his submarme, which offer was - 
refused. s 

A sub-machine gun, it is alleged, was 
immediately colahik ‘at the men of the C2, 
who were ordered to put up their hands, and, 
then were bound. he intruders began to 
cast off, but a watchman heard the noise and, 
although the mooring cables were already 
loosened, fired a shot. One of the mysterious 
— said to be aged about 25, was shot 

ead. 


KIDNAPPERS CAUGHT 


The watchman sounded the alarm siren and 
the intruders fled, taking with them the com- 
mander and the chref engineer of the C2. The 
captives were bound with light chains and 
ropes, and the party went back to land in the 
motor-boat. | 

Police were soon informed and started ina 
quiries. To-day it was learnt that six of the 
party had been arrested with their two cap- 
tives at Belin, in the Gironde. They were 
trying to-reach msurgent Spain by car. 

One of the arrested men is stated to be a 
lawyer from Hendaye, and two of the others 
engineers from St. Jean de Luz. In company 
with another they are said to have arrived 
in Brest at the beginning of last week. 


SPANISH TERRORISTS 


It is revealed that one of the occupants of 
the carload of men, who, after trying to buy 
the submarine C2 at Brest, was trying to. 
reach insurgent Spain, .was a Spanish 
terrorist, Emmanuel Orrendian, who is 
believed to be the author of a bomb outrage 
on a Spanish Government ship at Bayonne in 
March last. 

A secret order by the Sureté (the. Scot- 
land Yard of Paris) was rushed out instruct- 
ing the police to find and stop by every means 
possible a car in which were Orrendian and 
Marie Jose Gabarrain-Goni, another terrorist, 
believed to be the author of an outrage in 
Marseilles port on June 20th last. 

It now turns out that the man shot dead on 
the C2 by the watchman was -the: second 
terrorist, Gabarrain-Goni.

SCOTS’- AMBULANCE

The inhabitants of Madrid warmly wel- 
comed the. return of the Scottish ambulance 
unit, who have been absent from Madrid 
for three months for re-organisation and pur- 
chase of fresh stores.

Mr. James Mackinnon, of Ayr, will be 
coming out to Spain in a few weeks’ time, as 
soon as he has recoveted from illness. 

A five-point plea to the League for help 
for the Spanish Government was made by 
Senor Negrin, the Prime Minister, in his 
speech to the League Assembly yesterday. 

He was speaking on the resumed general 
debate, and he asked that :— 

1 German and Italian aggression, of which 
— had been the victim, should be recog. 
nised. 

2 In consequence of this recognition the 
League of Nations should examine the means 
of putting an end to this aggression. 

he Spanish Government should once 
more have the right to acquire freely all the 
war material they consider necessary. 

(4) Non-Spanish combatants should be with- 
drawn from Spanish territory, and 

(5) The measures of security to be adopted 
in. the Mediterranean should be extended to 
Spain, and that Spain should be assured of 
legitimate participation in those measures. 


PACT OF OCCUPATION 

The Spanish Premier declared that the 
friendship of Germany and Italy for the 
rebels was nothing more than a pact of oc- 
cupation. Protected by the fiction of “ Non- 
Intervention,” the forces of aggression were 
preparing to strike at Spain what they con- 
sidered must be the final blow. Italy, he said, 
was sending to Spanish territory an army 
twice as big as the one she had at present in 
Spain. 

He concluded by moving the following te- 
solution :—'' That the Assembly has decided 
to refer to the Sixth Commission the chapter 
of the report of the Secretary-General dealing 
with the Spanish situation.”
